He added th e 
p ro cedu re is so metime ex p en siv e an d 
time-co n su min g. 
Pro bably th e biggest o f th e h u rdles 
will be ch an gin g th e city ’s liq u o r co des to 
allo w th e bo wlin g alley to co n tin u e to sell 
drin ks o n Su n day . Th e bar is o p en at th e 
lan es o n Su n day s n o w, legally , becau se it 
h o lds a co u n ty liq u o r licen se p ermittin g 
su ch sales. 
Th e o n ly Su n day liq u o r sales in Dix o n 
are n o w allo wed to class A licen se h o ld­ 
ers wh o serv e meals in co n ju n ctio n with 
alco h o lic drin ks. 
Marty Gearh art said th e Su n day li­ 
q u o r sales were an imp o rtan t p art o f th e 
bo wlin g alley bu sin ess. Hav in g Su n day 
drin ks en ables th e lan es to brin g in large 
to u rn amen ts o n weeken ds du rin g th e 
bo wlin g seaso n . 
Jim G. Bu rke was th e first o f th e city 
co u n cilmen to sp eak u p . He said h e felt 
th e ben efits o f brin gin g th e lan es in to th e 
city wo u ld be great an d th at th e co u n cil 
sh o u ld make ev ery effo rt to wo rk o u t th e 
agreemen t. 
Th e Gearh arts are p lan n in g an eigh t- 
lan e ex p an sio n , to 32 lan es o f bo wlin g, 
an d additio n ally h o p e to bu ild a restau ­ 
ran t seatin g 125 p erso n s with ban q u et 
facilities fo r u p to 700. 
Co mmissio n er Arth u r To fte said h e 
felt p ressu re fro m an ti-liq u o r gro u p s 
may n o t be as bad o n th e p ro p o sed 
ch an ge becau se it wo u ld n o t be creatin g a 
n ew situ atio n fo r Su n day sales, bu t rath ­ 
er co n tin u in g a p o licy wh ich is already in 
fo rce. 
Walter Lo h se an d To fte, h o wev er, 
were skep tical th at allo win g Su n day 
sales at th e bo wlin g lan es migh t trigger a 
req u est fo r Su n day sales fro m regu lar 
tav ern s. Th ey feared creatin g a sp ecial 
o rdin an ce fo r bo wlin g alley s migh t be 
discrimin ato ry . 
Bran so n ex p lain ed th at mu n icip alities 
h av e wide au th o rity in liq u o r o rdin an ces, 
with th e “p o wer to issu e” licen ses at 
th eir discretio n an d th e “take th em 
away ” after du e p ro cess o f a h earin g. 


An o th er city o rdin an ce stan ds in th e 
way o f th e Plu m Ho llo w an n ex atio n . Th at 
o n e is th e p in ball o rdin an ce. Pin ball an d 
o th er amu semen t mach in es are cu rren t­ 
ly o n ly allo wed in amu semen t cen ters 
wh ere n o liq u o r is so ld. 
Th e p in ball dev ices at Plu m Ho llo w 
are in th e sn ack bar area, bu t Bran so n 
said th e co de in dicated th e en tire bu ild­ 
in g as bein g co n sidered a bar area. 
On e o th er o rdin an ce wo u ld n eed so me 
atten tio n . Th e Plu m Ho llo w an n ex atio n 
wo u ld brin g th em in to th e city with B3 
zo n in g. Th e co n tigu o u s area with in th e 
city is B3. Th ere is p resen tly n o p ro v isio n 
in B3 zo n in g fo r bo wlin g lan es. 
Th e Gearh arts listed th e adv an tages 
to th e city . Dix o n wo u ld be gettin g added 
rev en u e fro m p ro p erty an d sale tax es, 
p lu s a badly n eeded facility . 
On e additio n al p lu s to th e city wo u ld 
be a sewage lift statio n wh ich th e Gear­ 
h arts will bu ild in o rder to get to th e 
city ’s ex istin g sewer main s. 
Th ey will o v erbu ild th e lift statio n an d 
be u sin g, in th e estimate o f th eir en gi­ 
n eers, o n ly abo u t 16 p er cen t o f its cap ac­ 
ity . Th ey h o p e to en act a 10-y ear co n tract 
with th e city to reco v er fees fro m an y ad­ 
ditio n al u sers wh o migh t h o o k o n th e lift 
statio n in th e fu tu re. 
Th e co u n cil agreed to let Larry 
Bru ckn er, 
atto rn ey 
rep resen tin g th e 
Gearh arts, to wo rk u p a p relimin ary p re­ 
an n ex atio n agreemen t an d h av e it th en 
ch ecked o v er by Bran so n . 
Lt. Pau l Nu sbau m o f th e Dix o n Po lice 
Dep artmen t asked th e co u n cil to co n sid­ 
er giv in g Caro l Weiser an d Jan e Hen ley , 
civ ilian emp lo y es o f th e dep artmen t wh o 
left to take o th er jo bs, p artial q u arterly 
co st-o f-liv in g p ay men ts, p ro -rated fo r th e 
time th ey h ad wo rked du rin g th e q u arter. 
Nu sbau m said th e two were n o t co v ­ 
ered u n der th e regu lar p o lice co n tract 
an d h e added h e felt it was n o t fair to de­ 
n y th e p ay men ts becau se th e co st-o f-liv ­ 
in g p ay men ts were a frin ge ben efit wh ich 
wen t with th e jo b.

Gay o rganizatio ns are kno cking 
Secretary o f State Henry A. Kissin­ 
ger hard behind the scenes to scuttle 
the Department’s barrier against 
ho mo sex uals. The gay o rganizatio ns 
(as y o u might ex pect ) are claiming 
that “ this is discriminatio n.” 
Kissinger might well hav e an­ 
swered, “ Ho kus, Ho key , Ho kem.” 
But the State Department merely 
replied that all go v ernment internal 
security standards are prescribed 
by Ex ecutiv e Order 98 35 , as amend­ 
ed by Ex ecutiv e Order 104 50, which 
bro adened it, and that ho mo sex uali­ 
ty canno t legally be co ndo ned. 
This mo st certainly will no t sa tis­ 
fy the gay o rganizatio ns, but it is the 
act nev ertheless—and 
fo r 
many 
go o d reaso ns. 
The dismissal o f any “ security 
risk” usually causes widespread 
public 
misunderstanding 
because 
we fail to realize that there are three 
classificatio ns, no t just o ne. (1) Lo y ­ 
alty risks. (2) Security risks. (3) Un­ 
suitability risks. 
An emplo y e suspected o f aiding 
the enemy is dismissed—o r a rrest­ 
ed—as a lo y alty risk. This lo y alty 
risk classificatio n is the so urce o f 
the widespread misunderstandings; 
the classificatio n being usually re­ 
garded as if there were no t three. 
That’s the rub. 
The seco nd cla ssifica tio n in­ 
v o lv es a perso n repeatedly v io lating 
security regulatio ns—failure to lo ck 
a safe, ca relessness with secret do c­ 
uments, etc. He o r she is dismissed 
as a security risk. 
There is no stain o f dislo y alty and 
this No . 1 and 2 classificatio n a c­ 
co unts fo r mo st dism issa ls in Wash­ 
ingto n and in U.S. E m b a ssies 
thro ugho ut the wo rld. 
Fo r ex ample, as Ambassado r to 
Switzerland, I fo und that embassy 
security v io latio ns alway s increased 
no ticeably during the skiing seaso n. 
This was due to embassy staff m em ­ 
bers hurry ing to lea v e at the end o f 
the day ; failing to lo ck-file classified 
papers, neglecting to lo ck sa fes, etc. 
Ex ecutiv e Order 104 50 requires ev ­ 
ery v io latio n to be repo rted perso n­ 
ally to the ambassado r at o nce. 
Classificatio n No . 3, an unsuita­ 
bility risk, inv o lv es a perso n who 
drinks to o much, talks to o much o r is 
emo tio nally unstable. It inv o lv es all 


kinds o f instability that can endan­ 
ger cla ssified info rmatio n, do cu­ 
ments o r missio ns. Ho mo sex uality is 
in this classificatio n. 
Ho mo sex uality canno t legally be 
co ndo ned and, who ev er co ndo nes it, 
do es so in an o fficial area where he 
is no t free to do so . This v ital securi­ 
ty pro blem is no t small. When dis­ 
tinguished Ro o ert C. Hill, no w o ur 
ambassado r to Argentina, was a s­ 
sistant secreta ry o f state, he testi­ 
fied to a Ho use subco mmittee that 
within the first two weeks after an 
earlier U.S. Ambassado r’s arriv al in 
Mex ico City , where Ambassado r 
Hill serv ed, sev en members o f his 
staff admitted being ho mo sex uals 
and were sev ered. The State Depart­ 
ment’s security chief also repo rted 
to Ambassado r Hill that 1,4 00 ho mo ­ 
sex uals had been sev ered during his 
tenure. 
No r is the pro blem simple. There 
are many co mplex ities o f detectio n. 
No indicatio n o f ho mo sex uality may 
be apparent. On the o ther hand, an 
o nlo o ker may suspect ho mo sex uali­ 
ty by mannerisms where there is no 
ho mo sex uality at all. 
The department go es to great 
length to pro tect any o ne fro m the 
tragedy o f this mistake. Pro cedures 
fo r rev iew and clo sed-do o r hearings 
are well pro v ided, and fo llo wed, in 
the go v ernment regulatio ns. 
• 
Altho ugh the gay o rganizatio ns 
pro test the fact, the underly ing rea- 


so n why a ho mo sex ual is an unsuita­ 
bility risk is, o f co urse, because ho ­ 
m o sex ua lity inv o lv es 
po tentia l 
blackmail, leading to unautho rized 
disclo sures that betray the security 
o f the United States. 


Mo reo v er, ev ery natio n’s espio n­ 
a ge apparatus, including o ur Cen­ 
tral Intelligence Agency , auto mati­ 
cally co ncentrates o n ho mo sex uals 
as a target. Such co ncentrated (and 
patient) attentio n and surv eillance 
is, o f co urse, to o dangero us. 
In additio n, ho mo sex uals hav e a 
famo us tendency to suppo rt and 
shield o ther ho mo sex uals. There are 
many ex planatio ns fo r this, but the 
pheno meno n is indisputable. 


The ev idence undeniably sho ws 
tragic co v erups o f security v io la­ 
tio ns and rev eals entanglements 
buried within what amo unts to nests 
and cells o f ho mo sex uals, so m e­ 
times ev en when they are strangers 
to o ne ano ther. 
While the gay o rganizatio ns turn 
the heat o n Kissinger and pro mo te 
the idea that ho mo sex uals’ liv es are 
“ their o wn business,” that dism iss­ 
ing them is “ discriminatio n,” etc., 
their presence in sensitiv e po sitio ns 
is kno wn thro ugho ut the wo rld to be 
truly ruino us to the security o f the 
natio n. 
The gay o rganizatio ns no twith­ 
standing, this is why dismissal in o ur 
go v ernment is mandato ry .

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
Lo o king do wn the pike, perhaps 
the mo st serio us env iro nmental 
pro blem facing this natio n — and 
the wo rld — is dispo sal o f radio ­ 
activ e waste. As mo re reacto rs 
are built and mo re electric po wer 
pro duced, the amo unt o f this 
dangero us material which must 
be sto red fo r tho usands o f y ears 
staggers the imaginatio n. 
One wo uld think that ratio nal 
men wo uld be putting a majo r ef­ 
fo rt into imaginativ e pro po sals 
fo r deto x ify ing the waste, reduc­ 
ing the amo unt to be handled o r in 
finding co ntro lled uses fo r the 
material. 
The effo rt, ho wev er, has so far 
been triv ial. The attitude in the 
ex ecutiv e circles which makes 
the decisio ns is to dispo se o f the 
waste, and the pro blem by hiding, 
fo rgetting that o v er the lo ng haul, 
this is an impo ssibility , unless we 
ship the stuff to the mo o n and 
dump it, which wo uld be a crime 
in itself. 
There are, ho wev er, practical 
a v enues o pen fo r so lv ing the 
pro blem. 
It has no w beco me theo retical­ 
ly po ssible, with the pro per use o f 
lasers, to separate o ne iso to pe 
fro m ano ther relativ ely cheaply . 
It sho uld be po ssible, therefo re, 
with so me research, to dev elo p 


simple, eco no mical way s to sepa­ 
rate the dangero us radio activ e 
material in the waste o f nuclear 
po wer plants fro m the v astly 
larger bo dy o f material with 
which it is mix ed, thereby reduc­ 
ing the amo unt o f matter which 
must be safely and ex pensiv ely 
sto red by 90 to 95 per cent o r 
mo re. This step alo ne co uld make 
the waste manageable. 
But the search fo r so lutio ns 
sho uld no t end there. Radio activ e 
iso to pes hav e a wide range o f 
esta b lish ed uses in industry , 
medicine, 
agriculture 
and re­ 
search. It wo uld be well wo rth­ 
while to spend an ex trao rdinary 
amo unt o f time and effo rt — in­ 
v o lv ing so me o f this co untry ’s to p 
scientific brains — o n finding 
large-scale uses fo r particular 
radio activ e iso to pes in nuclear 
w a ste. The w a ste m ight be 
dispo sed o f at a pro fit, o r at a 
minimal lo ss. 
There are o ther po ssibilities 
which pro mise partial so lutio ns. 
Ex periments sho uld be co nducted 
o n way s to destro y a majo r po r­ 
tio n o f the radio activ ity by co n­ 
v erting so me o f the iso to pes into 
o ther no n-radio activ e ty pes, per­ 
haps by bo mbardment with so me 
sub-ato mic particle. 
Nuclear energy is no t the o nly 
field in which clo sed minds stand 
in the way o f so lutio ns, o f co urse. 


After sev eral y ears lo o king into 
the pro blems that the go v ernment 
faces in po licing and co ntro lling 
po llutio n, I am co nv inced that, in 
the end, this nuisance will be 
effectiv ely reduced o nly when we 
find practical and po ssibly pro fit­ 
able uses fo r a sizeable share o f 
the po llutants. Otherwise co ntro l 
will beco me to o co stly in its ef­ 
fects o n o ur eco no my and thereby 
o n o ur liv es. 
This is no t to abando n o ur 
effo rts at bringing po llutio n 
within 
to lerable 
lim its. 
It 
is 
rather to find ano ther, mo re prac­ 
tical and effectiv e ro ad. 
The 
same 
appro ach 
wo uld 
apply equally in the energy field. 
The big sav ings in the co ming fiv e 
to 10 y ears will co me no t fro m in­ 
creased pro ductio n but fro m us­ 
ing energy mo re efficiently . In 
so me manner then there sho uld 
be rewards fo r tho se industrial 
and priv ate co nsumers who de­ 
v elo p o r ado pt mo re efficient 
way s o f using energy and a stro ng 
effo rt made to ea se the red tape 
and o ther o bstacles which stand 
in the way o f inno v atio n. It is ridi­ 
culo us, fo r ex ample, to penalize a 
co mpany , as has been do ne, fo r 
spending co nsiderable sums o n 
new techniques o r fo r antipo llu­ 
tio n dev ices by arbitrarily raising 
tax rates, based o n the increased 
capital v alue o f the plant.

Fa m ilies who are eligible to par­ 
ticipate in the fo o d stamp pro gram 
hav e inco mes fro m zero to $10,000. 
The higher figure allo wable is deter­ 
mined by making permitted deduc­ 
tio ns fro m gro ss inco me fo r such ex ­ 
penses a s lo cal, state and federal in­ 
co mes, shelter, medical, wo rk rela t­ 
ed, childcare, educatio n and disa s­ 
ter lo sses. If the “ net” inco me, after 
these deductio ns, is no t mo re than 
$3,000, the family is eligible to buy 
fo o d stamps. 
Fa m ilies with gro ss inco mes o f 
mo re than $10,000 are no t eligible fo r 
participatio n in the pro gram, re­ 
gardless o f the amo unt o f deduc­ 
tio ns. It is theo retically po ssible fo r 
o ne family with a “ net” inco me lo w­ 
er than an appro v ed participant to 
be ex cluded fro m the pro gram. 


Edward J . Hekman, administra­ 
to r, Fo o d and Nutritio n Serv ice fo r 
the United States Department o f Ag­ 
riculture, has repo rted the a v erage 
“ net” inco me o f participants fo r a 
family o f fo ur perso ns is $18 1.95 , 
which is abo ut $2,200 per y ear.

Ele v a ting Is ra e l to 
s a c re d c ow s ta tus

WASHINGTON (NEA)— Ear­ 
ly this spring, as a petitio n o f sup­ 
po rt fo r Israel was being passed 
aro und the Senate, J o hn Cidv er o f 
Io wa decided no t to sign. He rea ­ 
so ned that such o ne-sided suppo rt 
might interfere with the delicate 
peace nego tiatio ns then transpir­ 
ing in the Middle East. 
J ust befo re the unprecedented 
petitio n was presented to the 
President, ho wev er, Culv er’s sig­ 
nature was applied. Resistance 
failed, the Senato r to ld friends, 
because “ they just put to o much 
pressure o n m e.” 
J o hn Culv er’s “ they ” was the 
Israeli lo bby , subject o f gro wing 
but seldo m publicized debate in 
this to wn. Perhaps the best o r­ 
ganized, mo st po werful pressure 
gro up in Washingto n, the Israeli 
influence 
peddlers 
no netheless 
enjo y an ano ny mity that is almo st 
singularly priv ileged. 
Tho ugh the lo bby o bv io usly 
has the capability o f bending the 
stro ng will o f indiv idual senato rs 
(7 6 o f 100 signed the spring peti­ 
tio n), and by ex tensio n the will o f 
the U.S. po pulatio n at large, its 
tactics and influence are o nly 
rarely pro bed fo r public co nsider­ 
atio n . 
Sho uld the lo bby be pro bed? 
Sho uld citizens kno w if their sup­ 
po rt is giv en to manipulatio n? In 
a free so ciety the questio ns are 
unnecessary . Yet so me who hav e 
tried to inv estigate hav e been 
blo o died. Carl 
Marcy , 
fo rmer 
staff member o f the Senate Fo r­ 
eign Relatio ns Co mmittee and 
currently edito r o f the Fo reign 
Affairs Newsletter, sa y s that a 


recent attempt by his publicatio n 
to appro ach the sensitiv e subject 
was stillbo rn by seco nd tho ught 
and a kind o f fear. 
Marcy wanted to dev o te an is­ 
sue to the quiet questio ns o f the 
Israeli Lo bby , which he feels hav e 
“ been igno red in press a na ly sis,” 
but was persuaded o therwise by 
friends who warned him o f eco ­ 
no m ic co nsequences. M a rcy ’s 
co nclusio n: “ The subject o f Isra- 
eli-Arab relatio ns is so fraught 
with emo tio n that it ca n’t be dis­ 
cussed ratio nally ” ev en in the 
wo rld’s o ldest demo cracy . 
Many o thers who hav e tried to 
inject a no te o f balance into this 
emo tio nal arena hav e had similar 
difficulties. Dr. Alfred Lilienthal, 
called by his critics a “ renegade 
J ew ,” has fo r 20 y ears striv ed to 
co nv ince Americans that they ’v e 
been “ seeing o nly o ne side” o f the 
Arab-Israeli matter. 
Despite effo rts, the New Yo rk 
writer 
and lecturer sa y s the 
“ pro paganda” o f the Israeli lo bby 
is all perv asiv e: 
“ I ran an ad in the Wall Street 
J o urnal 
la st y ear 
questio ning 
whether Am erica’s suppo rt fo r 
Israel wo uld drain the gas tanks 
o f the U.S. The ad so infuriated 
the lo bby that it deluged the J o ur­ 
nal with pro tests. This y ear when 
I tried to run a similar ad in that 
newspaper I was turned do wn 
flatly . Is this right? Do Ameri­ 
cans kno w that freedo m o f ex ­ 
pressio n do es no t include cirti- 
cism o f Isra el? ” 
Lilienthal sa y s a kind o f im ­ 
penetrable curtain has » alien o v er 
America with respect to the Isra- 
eli-Arab feud—and the Israeli 


lo bby catego rizes the merits o f* 
tho se o n either side. To be sure, 
the writer adds, mo st want despe­ 
rately to be co nsidered o n Isra el’s 
side: 
“ R em em bering H itler and 
what he did, mo st Americans 
wo uld rather be called any thing 
than anti-Semitic. To be anti-Se­ 
mitic is to align o neself emo tio n­ 
ally with m o nsters.” But he say s 
the tragic thing is there is no mid­ 
dle gro und, no ro o m fo r dev ia ­ 
tio n ; “ If y o u are fo r Arabs a little, 
y o u are against Isra el.” 


To so me degree, this all-o r- 
no thing aspect o f public o pinio n 
may be shifting in the natio n. Ab­ 
del-Mawgo ud Hassan, directo r o f 
Washingto n’s Arab Info rmatio n 
Center, sa y s he no tices a slight 
“ tilt” by a significant number o f 
Americans to ward the center o f 
the co ntro v ersy . 


Still, Hassan adds, stro ng re­ 
sista nce to mo deratio n remains 
the no rm: “ I meet many peo ple 
who sa y they wo uld like to be 
mo re balanced co ncerning the is­ 
sue, but they canno t because o f 
J ewish friends o r J ewish influ­ 
ence. It is hard fo r me to under­ 
stand ho w free peo ple can be so 
do minated o n this.” 
In fact, the do minatio n is ea si­ 
ly ex plained. The majo rity o f 
Americans wo uld suppo rt Israel 
ev en if there were no Israeli lo b­ 
by . What is impo ssible to ex plain 
away is why this suppo rt must be 
to tal and unqualified. The wo rry 
abo ut the Israeli lo bby is that it 
do es no t believ e that friends can 
hav e differences and still 
be 
friends.

Accordin g to a 1973 su rv ey , 42 
cen ts — ju st slightly u n der half 
— of ev ery dollar sp en t for 
farm-p rodu ced foods went for 
meat, p ou ltry an d eggs. When 
costs arise, this food grou p 
often takes an ev en greater 
share. 
Nu trition ally , 
man y 
sp en d 
more for this n u trien t than n e­ 
cessary . Two serv in gs, two to 
three ou n ces each, of lean 
cooked meat, p ou ltry or fish 
will p rov ide ov er half the p ro­ 
tein n eeds of the av erage adu lt.

p rov ided by eatin g the recom­ 
men ded n u mber of serv in gs 
from the milk an d bread an d 
cereal grou p s.

DEAR DR. LAMB — In 1 9 67 
my husband had an 
ulcer 
operation, and part of the 
stomach was removed. The 
nerve was also cut to prevent 
the formation of stomach acid. 
Very soon thereafter he 
started having weak, shaky 
spells, sometimes breaking out 
in a sweat. These might come 
every few days, or they might 
be two or three weeks apart. He 
is still having these spells. 
We have 
tried 
to watch 
carefully to arrive at some 
reason for these coming on, but 
no theory lasts long. We know 
tension does it, and eating 
sweets without something solid 
and non-sweet to go with it is 
fairly sure to do it, however, he 
does have attacks without 
either of these causes. 
Three or four years ago I 
read your column on low blood 
su gar and tried including 
protein in his breakfast and 
that helped for about six weeks. 
After that it made no dif­ 
ference. We would certainly 
appreciate your comments on 
his problem. 
DEAR READER — You have 
given a good description of the

but a small per cent continue to 
have the problem thereafter. 
Normally it takes about two 
hours for the stomach to empty 
after eatings With a small 
stomach after surgery it may 
dump all the food out into the 
sm all 
intestine 
within 
1 0 
minutes. That is why it is called 
the dumping syndrome. 
Normally food is kept in the 
stom ach, and the stom ach 
secretions are added to it and it 
becomes a liquid, adequately 
diluted with water. When the 
food is dumped rapidly into the 
intestine it is not diluted yet. As 
a result a lot of fluid is pulled 
into the intestine and distends 
it. The rapid pulling of water 
out of the circulation has an 
effect like loss of blood and 
leads to faintness and sump- 
toms resembling light shock. 
The large amount of food 
dumped at once into the in­ 
testine leads to an overactive 
intestine, causing gas, disten­ 
tion and sometimes diarrhea. 
The problem is usually made 
worse with sweets, because the 
high concentration of sugar in 
the small intestine causes a 
reflex outpouring of insulin and 


results in rebound low blood 
sugar. Many people with mild 
low blood sugar symptoms get 
them the same way with a rapid 
(less rapid than in the dumping 
syndrome) emptying of a high 
carbohydrate meal. 
Usually cutting the vagus 
nerve 
helps 
prevent 
this 
problem. Your husband needs 
to modify his habits. He should 
avoid sweets. His meals should 
be high protein meals with 
some 
fat 
and 
little 
c ar­ 
bohydrate, particularly avoid­ 
ing concentrated sweets. He 
can use bulky vegetables. 
He should drink no water or 
fluids for 30 minutes before, 
during or after eating. I hasten 
to add that in normal people 
drinking water with eating is 
not harmful. 
Your husband should lie down 
for 30 minutes after each meal. 
The stom ach em pties more 
slowly while in this position. In 
severe cases the person may do 
better by eating while lying 
down. And, he should eat five or 
six small meals a day and not 
eat any very large meals. He 
should avoid coffee, cigarettes, 
alcohol and stressful situations.

CHICAGO (AP) - A stu dy 
by a California psy cholog ist 
pu rporting

why 
whites score hig her on IQ tests 
than black s was g reeted Tu es­ 
day with shou ts of “racism” 
from a g rou p of p rotesters. 
The p rotesters carried sig ns 
reading , “Say No to Jensen,’’ 
“We Need Jobs Not Racism” 
and “New Nazi Threat.” 
They marched to the p lat­ 
form as the psy cholog ist, Dr. 
Arthu r R. Jensen of the Univ er­ 
sity of California, Berk eley , 
stood to read his p ap er at the 
annu al conv ention of the Amer­ 
ican Psy cholog ical Association. 
Jensen has been a 
con­ 
trov ersial fig u re in edu cational 
psy cholog y for a nu mber of 
y ears becau se he maintains 
that w-hites becau se of inher­ 
itance hav e hig her IQs than 
black s. 
Abou t eig ht demonstrators 
went forward with their sig ns 
while others shou ted from y ie 
au dience. 
They identified themselv es 
with thQ Committee to End 


Racism. Madison, Wis., and the 
Prog ressiv e Labor p arty . 
Fou r hu ndred persons filled a 
Palmer Hou se Hotel ballroom 
to cap acity and no standees 
were p ermitted. Plainclothes 
detectiv es g u arded the doors 
and mov ed toward the platform 
when the demonstrators stood 
before and behind Jensen. 
One of the demonstrators 
shou ted that “this room is an 
armed camp ” and ask ed if it 
were not tru e that the g u ards 
had g u ns. There was no re­ 
sponse from the chair. 
Many in the au dience clapped 
and 
shou ted 
rhy thmically , 
“Ou t, ou t, ou t,” u rg ing ejection 
of the demonstators. 
The chair held that they 
cou ld remain and wou ld be g iv ­ 
en a chance to be heard at the 
end of Jensen’s hig hly techni­ 
cal, 
statistical 
presentation, 
which was interru p ted there­ 
after only occasionally . 
The issu e of whether in­ 
tellectu al ability is inherited or 
is env ironmentally determined 
has been debated fpr many 


y ears among edu cation and 
psy cholog y professionals. 
Jensen Tu esday asserted that 
those who arg u e that black s 
score lower on IQ tests than 
whites becau se the tests are 
cu ltu rally biased base their 
claims on “su bjectiv e su rmise 
and sp ecu lation” and are prov ­ 
en false “by the objectiv e ev i­ 
dence.” 


The 
difference 
between 
black s and whites on IQ tests is 
accou nted for, he said, by what 
he lables the “g factor,” a g en­ 
eral intellience trait which he 
say s is inherited. 
At a news conference, he said 
he does not k now what this g en­ 
eral tactor is. 
Dr. Donald T. Campbell of 
Northwestern Univ ersity , p resi­ 
dent of the American Psy ­ 
cholog ical Association, in a re­ 
sponse to Jensen’s p ap er after 
it was p resented, 
said in­ 
tellig ence tests fail to tak e into 
accou nt the opportu nity chil­ 
dren hav e had to learn while 
g rowing u p. 


It is irresp onsible for p sy ­ 
cholog ists not to hav e tried long 
ag o to determine how the op­ 
portu nity to learn affects in­ 
tellectu al dev elopment, he said. 
Dr. Eric Ostrov , a Chicag o 
psy cholog ist who was one of the 
demonstrators, said in response 
to Jensen that the demonstra­ 
tors had nev er intended to p re­ 
v ent Jensen from speak ing . 
“It’s not easy to be impolite, 
to g et away from the accepted 
order of thing s,” he said. “Rac­ 
ism k ills people and racism 
mu st be answered imp olitely ,” 
Ostrov e said, ex plaining the 
demonstrators’ interru p tions. 
Roy L. Brown of Chicag o, a 
black man, told the au dience 
that “We are in dang er of the 
same thing that happened in 
Germany 25 y ears ag o,” and 
added, 
“Don’t let 
this 
in­ 
tellectu al Hitler fool y ou ,” re­ 
ferring to Jensen. 


Joan Raisner of Chicag o, a 
member of the Prog ressiv e La­ 
bor p arty and a school teacher, 
n m n n c o H .a n 
“ r 
fn r> tn r” 
to 


cou nter Jensen’s “g factor.” 
R stands for reality , rebellion 
and rev olu tion, she said, adding 
that the most intellig ent thing a 
person can do is fig ht back 
ag ainst the ev ils of society . 
She said theories su ch as Jen­ 
sen’s are both dang erou s and 
wrong and are u sed to oppress 
black s in Chicag o and other 
school sy stems. 


Du ring his news conference 
Jensen said he did not want to 
dilu te the imp ortance of his p a­ 
p er by discu ssing its imp lica­ 
tions for edu cation and social 
policy . 


He said he wou ld deplore the 
misu se of his data by racists 
who cited his work to k eep 
black s down. In the long ru n, 
he said he has faith in the 
democratic process and that 
scientific tru th will p rev ail. 
He said the demonstrators 
were “strictly p olitical” and 
that they were Marx ists who 
“want to u se any social issu e 
they can as a means of dis­ 
ru p tion.”

After Winds franchise folds 
Only 10 WFL teams left 


NEW YORK (AP) — Refusing to go 
along with the kind of financial arrange­ 
ments that spelled disaster a year ago, 
the World Football League instead has 
revoked the Chicago Winds franchise. 
The removal of the Winds following 
withdrawal of two of the club’s key in­ 
vestors, leaves 10 W FL teams to carry on 
through the remainder of the league’s se­ 
cond season. 
Chicago’s mistake was thinking that 
the new W FL would operate the same 
way the old one did, said President Chris 
Hem meter. 
Officially, the reason for revocation 
was “ non-adherence to the Hemmeter 
Plan policy.” Translated, that means 
that the Winds’ financial backing was 
slipping and the W FL wasn’t about to 
wait around while the club sought to 
patch it up. 
When the Chicago franchise was 
formed, certain partnership documents 
and other ownership arrangements were 


not completed. Two of the club’s backers 
placed their investment totaling $175,000 
with the league, pending clarification 
and finalization of the ownership docu­ 
ments. 
But that clarification and finalization 
never came. One delay led to another and 
finally, the investors decided to pull out. 
They withdrew their funds, leaving the 
Winds below the W F L ’s minimum 
capitalization requirements. 
At a special board of governors meet­ 
ing, Chicago requested time to attract 
new investors. “ That was just the kind of 
request that was granted last year,” said 
Hemmeter. This year, it was not granted. 
Instead, Chicago was stripped of its 
franchise. The 
Winds players 
were 
distributed in a dispersal draft and a 
revised schedule was adopted. The W FL 
said it would guarantee refunds to all 
season ticket holders and that all player 
salaries would be paid. 
“ The future stability of the league was 


threatened 
by nonadherence to the 
plan,” said Hemmeter. “ We were not 
willing to gamble the future of the league. 
From day one, we agreed that such a 
violation would not be tolerated.” 
According to Hemmeter, the Chicago 
financial situation was unique. “ It was 
singular case,” he said. “ I see no others. 
This assures the financial stability of our 
10 member clubs. They have adhered to 
all precepts of the plan, deposited all the 
required monies and operated in strict 
accordance with the plan.” 
As part of the player dispersal, the 
Philadelphia Bell got wide receiver John 
Gilliam and quarterback Pete Beathard. 
San Antonio acquired running back Mark 
Kellar, defensive end Larry Jameson 
and wide receiver Margene Adkins. 
Leo Cahill, general manager of the 
Winds, is expected to join the league staff 
in New York as an assistant to Hem­ 
meter and the W FL also expects to retain 
Coach Abe Gibron.

China oil boom may change world energy picture

N EW YO RK ( A P) — Ä main­ 
land China oil boom is devel­ 
oping that holds prospects for

Discoveries 
and

ments on the mainland, in­ 
cluding completion of a long 
pipeline and the deepening of 
harbors, already portend the 
emergence of the People’s Re­ 
public from an oil-scarce nation 
to one of huge surpluses. 
Among the long-range effects 
foreseen by Hoose, who is a 
voluntary, nongovernmental ad­ 
viser to U.S. government de­ 
partments and who helped pre­ 
pare President Richard M. Nix­ 
on for his trip to the People’s 
Republic: 
—A loosening of the Mideast 


oil monopoly power; a hasten­ 
ing of the industrial develop­ 
ment of China; a massive eco­ 
nomic challenge to the Soviet 
Union in Asia and the Pacific. 
Of immediate significance, he 
believes, is that within a few 
years American, Japanese and 
European industries are likely 
to be heavily involved as sell­ 
ers of technology, machinery, 
equipment, construction mate­ 
rials and advice. 
“ When the oil boom breaks 
open upon world markets, prob­ 
ably in the very early 1980s, the 
People’s Republic will be one of 
the world’s great oil powers,” 


Hoose said in a brief visit here. 
“ China has enough petroleum 
and natural gas resources to 
floodlight Asia and more, and 
to export on a large scale,” 
said Hoose, a Los Angeles at­ 
torney who spent 23 years on 
the mainland prior to the re­ 
public’s formation in 1949. 
In 10 trips to China since 1972 
— he is there now — Hoose has 
developed sources at the high­ 
est level of Chinese industry, 
one of whom told him this sum­ 
mer that China’s proved and 
probable reserves are larger 
than those now reported for the 
entire Mideast. 


Although China’s production 
of crude was negligible before 
1957, and self-sufficiency was 
achieved only in the late 1960s, 
a serious export program be­ 
gan in 1972 with deliveries of 
oil to Japan. 
China produced 65 million 
tons of crude in 1974, which 
placed it just behind Indonesia 
as the world’s 13th largest pro­ 
ducer. Hoose said he was in­ 
formed reliably that 1975 crude 
production would be about 85 
million tons. 
Exports of crude in 1974 were 
four million tons, and the Chi­ 
nese claim they will more than 


double that figure in 1974, said 
Hoose, who believes the exports 
and their impact will steadily 
grow. 
A knowledgeable senior offi­ 
cial told him in late Ju ly that 
crude production by 1980 would 
exceed 300 million tons, and 
that exports in that year would 
be more than 65 million tons. 
A Japanese study foresees 
China’s crude production ex­ 
ceeding 450 million tons by 
1990, 
which 
Hoose 
believes 
would then place it in a top five 
group along with the United 
States, the Soviet Union, Saudi 
Arabia and Iran. 


“ When I asked a senior Chi­ 
nese official to comment on the 
Japanese study,” said Hoose, 
“ he said flatly that China will 
produce more than that and 
sooner.” 
International power balances 
and national economies are 
likely to be shifted by the swift 
transformation of the huge na­ 
tion. China’s economic chal­ 
lenge to the Soviet Union in 
Asia and the Pacific w ill be 
massive, said Hoose, adding: 
“ The Chinese plan to open 
their international trade dikes 
and drown the Russian hege- 
monists in Chinese oil.”

Bumper 
crop of 
apples

A bumper crop of apples is 
ripening in orchards across the 
nation and the large supplies 
should mean lower retail prices 
for the fruit through the coming 
year. 


The Agricultural Marketing 
Service of the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture predicted that 
this year’s apple crop will be 
almost 174 million 42-pound 
boxes, an increase of 13 per 
cent over last year. 


While 
bad 
weather 
has 
threatened harvests of other 
crops, from corn to onions, the 
apple growers have been lucky. 
“ This year it just seems ev­ 
eryone had good weather,” a 
USDA spokesman said. 


Authorities in the state of 
Washington, the country’s top 
producer, expect a fresh apple 
crop 19 per cent larger than 
last year’s; growers in New 
York State, the second largest 
producer, say they should har­ 
vest their biggest crop in half a 
century. 


Jam es Garlik, assistant com­ 
missioner of the New York 
State Department of Agricul­ 
ture and Markets, said more of 
the 1975 crop than usual would 
probably be sold for eating 
fresh, because many of the big 
apple processors have supplies 
left from last year. 
“ The price of apples for the 
consumer is going down some 
and the quality is going to be 
up,” Garlik said. 
The Washington State Apple 
Commission said the average 
price of a bushel of apples 
(equal to 42 pounds) was $7.50 
at the wholesale level for fruit 
from the 1974-75 crop. They ex­ 
pect the average 
wholesale 
price for the 1975-76 crop to be 
about $6 a bushel, a drop of 20 
per cent.
